Abstract of the Disclosure 
A cue tip shaper for shaping and reshaping a shapeable cue tip on a 
cue stick utilized for playing pool or billiards. The cue tip shaper comprises 
a planar base, and an arrangement of articulable guides for receiving and 
aligning a cue stick tip with a tip shaping scuff member. The cue stick is 
received between the guides and pressable against the scuff member. The 
tip is typically leather. A scuff surface is arranged on the scuff member 
secured in the planar base, and is in alignment with the movable guides. 
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
